Large 
jron nails Jay scattered about -and every- 
where there were traces of the foregoing 
fight, As goon as the Chinamen were se- 
cured down below, and everything safe, 
the policemen camo on board and the sol-

After this, the King, supported by his Se- 
cretary and twelve pricats, will set: fira to 
the pulace and commit the two.

Honey Order Regulations. 


1.—Money Orders are exchanged with 
the United Kingdom, New South Wales, 
Queensland, South Australia: and Port 
Darwin, the Straits Settlements, Western 
Australis, and (except at Shanghai) with 
the’ Japanese Empire.. Hongkong also 
issues ordors on Shanghai, and vice versa. 


2.—Small sums may bo remitted between 
the other Ports by means of Postage 
Stamps,isubject to a charge of one per 
cent. for cashing them. ~ on 

3.—Many Money Orders are supplied to 
residents at the smaller Ports in this way. 
An application for an order* is filled up, 


‘}and is enclosed with a stamped, directed, 


and unsealed envelope to the Postmaster at 
The spplication 
must be accompanied with the fall amount 
(including commission) in cheque, postage 
stamps, or other equivalent of cash, and a 
little margin should be left for variations 
of exchange. The Postmaster issues the 
order, sends it on in the envelope, and 
returns the change, if any, by first oppor- 
tunity, with a receipt for. the letter, if i¢ 
were to be registered, as it alwaya should 
be. Care should he taken to send these 
applications in time, as the Money Order 
Offices close some hours before the depar- 
tures of the mails, 

4.—No order must exceed £10, or $50, 
or include auy fraction of a penny, nor will 
more than two such ordera be issued to the 
same person, in favour of the same payee, 
by the same mail. Orders will be drawn 
at the current rate of the day+ and paid at 
the rate of the day when the advice arrived.
